In the dual announcement, 
Nixon said that Train, 53, first 
chairman of the Council of. j 
Environmental Quality, would i 
assume the duties as head of 
EPA from Robert E. Fri, who 
has been acting administrator 
for the past two months. 

Ruckelshaus, 41, resigned as 
head of EPA to become acting 
head of the Federal Bm-eau of 
Investigation on a temporary 
basis when L. Patrick Gray III 
was compelled to resign be- 
cause of Wa^rgate disclo- 
sures. 

Ruckelshaus will succeed Jo- 
seph T., Sneed, who was nomi- 
nated Wednesday to be a Fed- i 
eral Appeals Court judge.
